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do In As (M51/P18) a detachment of 50-60 mon armed with eicht 76 mm anti-tank 
guns, rifles and automatic pistols is billeted at the Old Town hall. 


2. Tho SNB detachment in As has a strength of 45 nen, while that in Rogsbach 
has a strength of 20 men. Evory kilometer of the frontier is puarded by 
7 weno Koadsa in the ta area have been mined with "Teller mines*®, A suvard 
is permanently stationed jin a watch-tower to observe the sector fron 
Selb to Ressbach by means of a telescope. He is armed with an automatic _ 
pistol and ie in contact with the SUB by telephone. 


3. Sines the fall of 1949 fortifications have been built in the Sumava (Boehmer~ 
wald) region.
